Membership 

Membership of the Society is open to Individuals, Students, Corporate Houses, Institutions and 
NGOs ujithin India and abroad. New members are admitted through election by the €xecutive 
Committee of the Society. The membership year begins from the month of joining anti extends 
for a period of 12 months. 

Why Enroll as a member? 

6y enrolling as a member of the Society, you will be joining hands ujith like minded individuals, 
having a common objective of preserving the biodiversity of the Indian subcontinent. Together, 
we can form a strong pressure group to influence the decision making process of the Government, 
in relation to nature conservation. 

Vou can work as a volunteer and help in collecting baseline data on nearby sanctuaries, threatened 
wildlife habitats and can also assist In routine monitoring of such issues and follow up with 

forest officials and government agencies.

Type of membership 

Individual Annual Membership (Rs.400/-) : Individuals above 25 years can become individual 
annual members. They are entitled to one vote. 

Student membership (Rs. 200/-) : The upper age limit for student members shall be 25 years, 
provided she/he is attending regular courses of Govt/State/Central Institutions or Universities 

(Documentary evidence / Bonaflde Certificate to be attached) 

Family membership (Rs.650/-) (for spouse only).: Special category of membership where both 
husband and wife can enroll as members. They will get one copy of Hornbill. However, both the 

individuals will have voting rights. 



Life members (fis. 7500/-) : Life members should submit on identity cord size photograph (35mm 
x 24mm) along with the completed form. 

Institution/NGOs (Rs.1 075/- inclusive of registered post charges.) : €ach Institution can nominate 
one person to vote on its behalf. Ten members of the Institution/Organisation can be nominated 
in rotation at the discretion of the authorised representative of the Institution/Organisation to 
participate in regular programmes/nature outings. However, they will not hove any voting rights.

Members are entitled to the following privileges :- 

Rll members, except student members, have a right to vote and can elect the member(s) of his/her 

choice to the executive Committee. R member can cast a single vote at the time of elections. 

Hornbill : R quarterly Magazine with popular articles and photographs on natural history and 
conservation for all ages. 

Journal of the Bombay Natural History Society : R four-monthly, scientific publication 
now in its 97 th volume on natural history and allied subjects. It ranks as one of the most important 
periodicals in the €ast and is recognised as indispensable for the study of the Oriental fauna 
and flora, ecology and natural history. The Journal which is for members only, has a separate 
subscription. 

Publications : Members can purchase copies of the publications of the Society, and back numbers 
of the Hornbill and the Journal, at concessional rates. 

Products : R variety of greeting cards, T-shirts, caps, calenders, cloth bags are produced by 
BNHS. These products have a theme related to environment and wildlife and are available to 
members at a discount. 

Library : The Society has a well equipped library with books and periodicals dealing with flora, 
fauna and natural history for the use of members and accredited researchers. For borrowing 
books from the library a member shall pay a refundable interest free deposit of Rs. 500/-. 

Research Collections: The Society has a large collection of Natural History specimens of 
mammals, birds, reptiles, insects and other fauna, which provide basic data on biodiversity of 
Indian flora and fauna. These are available to members for reference, with authorisation, and on 
payment of prescribed fees, where applicable. 

Talks, Slide Shows, etc. : Members may attend lectures, slide shows etc. on natural history and 
allied subjects. They may also introduce, either in person or by a signed requisition, other 
visitors, to such programmes. 
Nature Walks/Nature Camps: Nature walks and rambles are conducted every month in and 

around Mumbai. Nature camps are also arranged in sanctuaries and other natural areas on 
payment of prescribed charges. 

Conservation education Centre (C.C.C) : Nestled in 33 acres of land adjoining the Sanjay Gandhi 
National Park, the C.6.C. offers a variety of standard and customised educational programmes 
appropriate to a wide range of audiences including NGOs, educational institutions, Govt, officials, 
Journalists, Citizens groups, etc.
